Between 25 and 50 fire fight­ 
ers and a number of civilians 
were crushed 
beneath the 
tons of brick and masonry. 
Ambulances were rushed 
to the scene from Brooklyn 
and 
Manhattan 
bringing 
doctors 
and 
a 
corps 
of 
nurses who assisted in the 
rescue work. 
Four alarms 
of fire brought 
additional 
firemen who also assisted in 
the work of rescue. 
The 
firemen had carried dines of 
hose into the structure and 
were fighting the fire under 
the glare of a half dozen 
powerful searchlights. 
Without warning the en­ 
tire roof and one of the walls 
c ashed, burying all those in 
the building. 
A number of 
spectators close to the wall 
were believed to also have 
teen victims. 
Sloven firemen w»*ro on tho roof 
when the crash came. 
They were 
p uug**d Into the flaming build­ 
ing. 
Between 25 and no firemen, 
fire officials estim ated, wore in­ 
cluded in the group fighting tho 
I ’ lilies in the building at tile time 
cf the collapse. 
he collapse of the roof carried 
three huge steel girders into tie* 
tum bled ruins and these ar** bo­ 
ll ‘ved to Im* pining down many 
of tho victims. 
of tho injured spurred th** res- 
c »o workers on to greater efforts.

Tile roar of the crash, heard 
for many blocks around, brought 
thousands of men. women and 
ct* I id re n to the tragic scene. 
The 
horror

those 
buried in the ruins. 
Police linos, 
hastily 
formed, 
held the crowds in check and pre­ 
vented 
many

which tho 
mangled 
arms

l e g s of many dead and* injured 
could lie seen in the glare of the 
flames. 
Those pinned inside Hie build­ 
ing under the fallen roof and its 
three heavy girders have small 
chance of rescue as it is there 
that the flames are fiercest. Tho 
place was like a furnace and it 
was thought that none could be 
brought alive from the center of 
(hi* ruins. 
At 3 o'clock eleven bodies had 
been dug from the ruins altho 
some were apparently de ail all 
were niched to hospitals In Hie 
hope that em ergency treatment 
might save their lives.
